The Sanitary Board of the Menlo Park Sanitary District of the County

Section 1—There is hereby created an office to be known as plumbing 
inspector of Menlo Park Sanitary District, San Mateo County, State of Cali- 
fornia, which office shall be filled by the appointment of an inspector by the

Section 2.—It shall be the duty of said sanitary inspector to inspect all 


plumbing work done within said district and not inspected by the inspectors 


of 


the municipalities situated within said district and if the same shall be found 


to be done in accordance with the ordinances of said district, he shall issue a 
certificate to that effect to the person doing the work. “After the full complet- 
4 ion of any such work he shall again examine the same and if found to conform 
to the ordinances of said district, he shall issue a final certificate of complet- 
ion. If, on examination of any plumbing, he finds any violation of any ordi- 
nanczs of said district, he shall not issue a certificate until such necessary cor- 
rections are made as will make the work conform to the ordinances of sai¢ 
district. He shall do such other things as are required of him -by the other 
ordinances of said district which as from time to time he is directed to do by 


the Sanitary Board of said district. 


Section 3—The plumbing inspector shall receive from the plumber for 
whom he renders service under the provisions. of this ordinance, the following 
fees, to-wit: For the first ten fixtures installed (range boilers excepted) the 


sum of $1.00 each, and for each additional fixture the sum of 50 cents, this

addition to a fee of $2.00 for inspection of sewers connected with these fixtures. 


The minimum fee shall be $2.50. The plumbing inspector shall not issue 
certificate of final completion until the foregoing fees are paid. 


Section 4—The plumbing inspector may also at the discretion of the 


Sanitary Board hold the office of superintendent of the-sanitary district.
